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Whooping cough outbreak in schools spreads 


Latest case confirmed at Saffell; health department offering vaccine

Another Anderson County 
elementary student has con¬ 
tracted whooping cough, this 
time a third grader at Saffell 
Street Elementary 

Anderson County Health 
Director Tim Wright con¬ 


firmed Tuesday morning that 
a positive case of pertussis or 
“whooping cough” was detect¬ 
ed and confirmed at Saffell 
Street Elementary Monday 
afternoon. 

Two more positive cases 
from Emma B. Ward Elemen¬ 
tary were reported a day later, 
Wright said, bringing the total 


number of infections to eight 
in the county as of Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Six students from Ward 
were diagnosed with whoop¬ 
ing cough — four in the fifth 
grade, one in fourth grade and 
one in second grade — as well 
as the third grader from Saf¬ 
fell Street. 


An eighth positive case of 
whooping cough 
involved an 
infant outside of 
the school sys¬ 
tem who came 
into direct con¬ 
tact with a Ward 
student, Wright 
said. 

Other stu¬ 
dents and staff 
have been tested for whooping 


cough, he said, but tests take 
about 36 hours to show results. 

Wright said the health 
department, located at 1180 
Glensboro Road in Lawrence¬ 
burg, will provide $5 whoop¬ 
ing cough immunizations for 
adults and children 11 years of 
age and older. 

The health department will 
be open to walk-ins seeking

77-year-old 
indicted for 
incest of child 
under 12 

Others face rape, sodomy charges

Donald S. Geach, Sr., 77, was indict¬ 
ed Nov. 7 by the Anderson County 
Grand Jury on two counts of incest 
and two counts of first- 
degree sexual abuse of 
a minor over a period of 
three years. 

Geach allegedly 
“committed the offense 
of incest when he had 
deviate sexual inter¬ 
course” with a minor 
under the age of 12 dur¬ 
ing an incident that took 
place between September 2005 and 
September 2007. Geach is also charged 
with a sexual abuse offense during 
that same time period. 

Geach was also indicted for a sec¬ 
ond incident of incest that occurred 
between September 2007 and July 
2008 with a victim less than 18. 

He was also indicted for an incident 
of sexual abuse with the same victim, 
a person less than 16 years old. 

Shelby T. Waford Jr, 28, of 1375 Gil-

Church leader says guards, security 
camera up next at Salt River Baptist

While the faithful sat inside Salt River 
Independent Baptist Church studying 
their Bibles, folks of a different sort 
seized the opportunity to deface their 
vehicles and steal their belongings. 

Police are investigating vandalism and 
theft that occurred early Sunday evening 
at the small rural church, located on Salt 
River Road about a half-mile off Har- 
rodsburg Road in Stringtown. 

Vandals stole gas from one vehicle and 
left scratch marks on a number of others, 
including that of Jean Bush, whose hus¬ 
band Carl leads worship services at the 
church. 

“We’ve never had trouble before,” said 
Bro. Carl Bush, who helped resurrect ser¬ 
vices several years ago at one of the old¬ 
est worship facilities in Anderson County. 

“Now, it looks like we’ll have to post a 
guard outside to have church services, or 
at least have a security camera.” 

Bush said Monday that he was still 
trying to determine exactly how many 
vehicles were damaged. He said he

the whooping cough vaccine 
from 8 a.m. to 2 p.m. today 
(Wednesday). 

The vaccine is in limited 
supply and immunizations 
are first come, first served, 
Wright said. 

“If we’re not over¬ 
whelmed, we’re going to try 
to take care of everyone that 
walks in,” Wright said. 

Wright said he has not 
confirmed if the state epi¬ 
demiology department will 
recommend the entire Saf- 
fell Street third grade be 
immunized for whooping 
cough. 

The Saffell Street third 
grader contracted the bacte¬ 
rial infection after coming 
into contact with a positive 
case at Ward Elementary, 
Wright said. 

As of Tuesday morning, 
only one case of whooping 
cough has been detected at 
Saffell Street; two or more 
cases indicate an “outbreak,” 
he said. 

Superintendent Sheila 
Mitchell said Saffell Street 
Elementary parents were 
notified of the new whoop¬ 
ing cough case with a letter 
sent home Monday, and close 
contacts of the third grade 
student who contracted 
whooping cough were also 
contacted by phone. 

In a press release sent 
Tuesday morning, Mitchell 
explains, “a confirmed case 
of pertussis is diagnosed 
by a medical doctor and 


confirmed by the health 
department. Other children 
may be undergoing preven¬ 
tative treatment or being 
treated for whooping cough 
like symptoms that have 
not been confirmed or diag¬ 
nosed.” 

The Anderson County 
Health Department vacci¬ 
nated 32 Emma B. Ward stu¬ 
dents during an immuniza¬ 
tion clinic last Friday after 
the superintendent and pub¬ 
lic health director declared a 
whooping cough outbreak at 
the school. 

An outbreak of pertussis 
or “whooping cough” was 
confirmed last Thursday 
morning at Emma B. Ward 
Elementary, according to 
Wright and Superintendent 
Sheila Mitchell said. 

The initial positive cases 
of whooping cough reported 
at Ward on Thursday were 
isolated to a single fifth 
grade classroom, Wright said. 

According to Wright, the 
first student at Ward to con¬ 
tract whooping cough first 
visited the doctor on Oct. 22, 
but the case was not offi¬ 
cially confirmed until Nov. 9. 

The state epidemiology 
department, which had been 
working with the school and 
the heath department, rec¬ 
ommended all fifth grade 
students at Ward be immu¬ 
nized for whooping cough. 

The Anderson County 
Health Department pro¬ 
vided free whooping cough 
vaccinations Nov. 16 for 
Ward students and staff who 
might have been in contact 
with others who contracted 
the infection. 


Wright said about 32 out 
of 71 fifth graders received 
the vaccine, as well as Ward 
staff including bus drivers, 
and janitorial and kitchen 
staff for a total 85 immu¬ 
nizations. Some bus drivers 
who were unable to make 
the immunization clinic on 
Friday came to the health 
department Monday morn¬ 
ing to be vaccinated, he said. 

Students receive their 
first round of the whooping 
cough vaccination before 
entering first grade, Wright 
said, and again before enroll¬ 
ing in the sixth grade. 

“Usually this vaccina¬ 
tion is for 11 year olds and 
up, but because of the out¬ 
break, we’re going to drop 
down and take 10 year olds,” 
Wright said. 

According to a news 
release from Superinten¬ 
dent Mitchell, a letter was 
sent home to parents of 
students informing them of 
confirmed whooping cough 
cases and to look for symp¬ 
toms of the infection. Ward 
would implement additional 
thorough cleanings and mid¬ 
day cleanings until further 
notice, she said. 

“Parents of students in 
close contact were called by 
phone and will continue to 
be contacted if additional 
cases are confirmed,” accord¬ 
ing to Mitchell’s release. 

Pertussis, known com¬ 
monly as “whooping 
cough” for the high-pitched 
“whoop” noise patients make 
when trying to breathe, is 
a bacterial infection that 
is highly contagious even 
three days after it is first 


contracted. 

Whooping cough, accord¬ 
ing to the U.S. National 
Library of Medicine, may 
last up to six weeks and 
coughing spells may result 
in vomiting, runny nose, a 
slight fever or diarrhea. 

Wright said the vaccina¬ 
tion may not prevent those 
elementary students who 
have already been in con¬ 
tact with whooping cough 
from getting it; the infection 
usually takes 10-14 days to 
show symptoms. Receiving 
the vaccine after already 
being exposed to whooping 
cough will not prevent stu¬ 
dents from getting whoop¬ 
ing cough now, but the 
immunization may prevent 
a positive case in the future. 

“Hopefully, it will prevent 
them from getting it in the 
future,” Wright said, adding 
that all fifth grade students 
are required to be immu¬ 
nized for whooping cough 
before enrolling in the sixth 
grade. 

Wright said the health 
department would moni¬ 
tor other Anderson County 
schools for potential whoop¬ 
ing cough cases. 

The health department has 
also contacted medical pro¬ 
viders in the area to inform 
providers to not only treat 
symptomatic patients, but 
also those in contact with a 
positive pertussis case.

berts Creek Road, was indicted Nov. 7 
on felony charges of first-degree rape, 
first-degree sodomy, 
first-degree trafficking 
in controlled substance 
and illegal possession of 
a controlled substance. 

Waford was also 
indicted for misdemean¬ 
or charges of possession 
of drug paraphernalia, 
possession of marijuana, 
failure to notify Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet of 
change of address, and 
possession of controlled 
substance not in original 
container. 

The indictment stems 
from an incident that 
occurred April 7, accord¬ 
ing to Grand Jury court 

Jerry Brawley, 22, of 3104 Fawn 
Leap Drive, was indicted Nov. 7 for 
two felony counts of first-degree sex¬ 
ual abuse of a person under 12. The 
indictments stem from acts allegedly 
committed between Jan. 1 to July 10. 

Other indictments 

Aaron D. Caudill, 20, of 1350 
Caldwell Road, was indicted Nov. 7 
for third-degree burglary, a Class D 
felony. 

The indictment stemmed from an 
incident in July 2012 in which Caudill 
allegedly entered and remained in a 
1260 Fox Creek Road building with 
the intent to commit a crime. 

Lawrence R Huff, 48, of 73 Griffin 
Drive, was charged as a first-degree 
persistent felony offender after being 
indicted Nov. 7 for two counts Class D 
felonies of third-degree burglary and 
theft by unlawful taking, and mul¬ 
tiple past felony convictions. 

The indictments stem from two 
July 19 incidents in which Huff 
entered or remaining in a 1000 Bypass 
North building with the intent to 
commit a crime, and taking property 
of $500 value or more belonging to 
Walmart. 

Huff was previously charged and 
sentenced by the Campbell Circuit 
Court to nine years in the Kentucky 
Department of Corrections for a 
felony count from November 2010 
for theft by unlawful taking; three 
years in the Kentucky Department of 
Corrections by Fayette Circuit Court 
in April 2007 for first-degree wanton 
endangerment; one year in the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Corrections by 
the Fayette Circuit Court for a June 
2003 felony of theft by unlawful tak¬ 
ing; and two years in the Kentucky 
Department of Corrections by Scott 
County Court in August 1995.

and his wife weren’t aware of what 
occurred until after they arrived home 
that evening. 

Bush said church member Becky 
Hawkins came to their house to pick 
up materials for a children’s program 
and told them what had happened. 

“That’s when we first learned about 
it,” Bush said. “They siphoned gas out 
of Becky’s car, stole the steering wheel 
cover and tried to remove the seat 
cover. They also went through her 
glove compartment, looking for things 
to steal.” 

Bush said it appears the vandals 
were trying to steal gas. 

“My wife has a Nissan, and you have 
to open the gas tank from inside,” he 
said. “Since they couldn’t open her gas 


tank, it looks like they got mad and 
scratched the side of her car.” 

Bush said another church member, 
Johnny Metcalf, also had damage to his 
vehicle. 

“They scratched the hood of his 
truck up real bad,” he said. 

Bush said he is saddened to think 
that someone would do such a thing, 
adding that if they needed assistance, 
all they had to do was ask. 

“We’re a local mission church,” Bush 
said. “We help a lot of people in need. If 
they needed gas, we would have gladly 
helped them if it was a legitimate 
cause. 

“It’s just sad that anyone would treat 
the church this way.” 

Bush said there were approximately 
30 people participating in the Bible 
study and about a dozen cars in the 
parking lot. He said the shades were 
drawn on the windows so those inside 


couldn’t have noticed what was going 
on in the parking lot. 

“I’m still surprised they would be 
that bold,” he said. 

The Lawrenceburg Police Depart¬ 
ment is investigating, and Sheriff Troy 
Young said his deputies, upon request, 
will provide additional patrols during 
service hours at the church. 

Bush said it’s a shame that churches 
have to be on guard against vandalism 
and break-ins. 

“Churches never used to have to 
lock their doors,” he said. “We do now. 

“I just mentioned in a service not 
long ago about how Christians are per¬ 
secuted around the world,” he added. 
“It’s not too bad in our country so far, 
but in a lot of countries they have to 
sneak around to have church. 

“We’re not that way, yet.”

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Judge says Cornish administration stiffed 
city for $57,000 during four-year period

The Anderson County 
Fiscal Court is in arrears 
to the tune of $57,000 in 
money owed the Law¬ 
renceburg City Council 
and was expected to 
approve paying that 
amount when it met 
Tuesday night. 

The amount is what 
the county should have 
paid the city in franchise 
fees it collects from trash 
hauler Republic Services, 
but failed to during 
former judge-executive 
Steve Cornish’s admin¬ 
istration, according to 
current Judge-Executive 
John Wayne Conway 

Conway said Monday 
that he and Treasurer 
Dudley Shryock have 
determined that during 
Cornish’s four years in 
office, the county made 
only two $4,000 pay¬ 
ments to the city, leaving 
a balance of $57,215.55. 

Conway said by con¬ 
tract, the county is sup¬ 
posed to pay the city 1 
percent of the 10 percent 


it receives as a franchise 
fee from the trash haul¬ 
er. He said that amounts 
to about $17,000 annu¬ 
ally for the city. 

Conway said the city 
has been 


paid in 
each of his 


two years 
in office. 
Asked 
why those 
payments 
weren’t 
made previ-

ously, he said he doesn’t 
know. 

“I can’t answer that,” 


Conway said Monday 
afternoon. “The only 
thing I can do is go back 
and try to make it right. 

“[The city] is going to 
get its money if the fiscal 
court votes to approve it.” 

The result of Tues¬ 
day night’s vote was not 
available at presstime. 

Conway said he 
learned of the problem 
from Magistrate David 
Ruggles, who Conway 
said was asked about 
the missed payments 


several weeks ago at city 
hall when he stopped in 
to pay his city property 
taxes. 

“They said they hadn’t 
received their alloca¬ 
tion,” Conway said. 

City Clerk Robbie 
Hume said city officials 
have known all along 
that it hadn’t received 
its money, but had not 
discussed it publically 
even though the prob¬ 
lem dates back nearly six 
years to the time Cornish 
took office. 

“It was just communi¬ 
cation between finance 
directors,” Hume said. “It 
was handled internally, 
as you’d expect things to 
be between the mayor 
and judge.” 

Conway said his office 
hadn’t been approached 
about the problem, 
nor had his treasurer, 
Shryock. 

Conway said Mayor 
Edwinna Baker did 
approach him during 
the summer and claimed 
that the city didn’t 
receive its cut of the 


franchise fee during his 
administration. 

“I showed her what 
was paid last year and 
when I first came in,” 
Conway said, adding 
that he contacted Baker 
about two weeks ago 
and told her the amount 
he and Shryock had 
determined was owed, 
and asked her to ensure 
that the amount is cor- 
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rect. 

As of Monday, Con¬ 
way said Baker had not 
contacted him to con¬ 
firm that amount. 

Conway said the 
money, if approved, will 
have to come out of the 
fiscal court’s general 
fund of roughly $1.4 
million. 

“This is unbudgeted 
money,” Conway said. 
“We’ll have to save some 
money in other line 
items in the budget and 
pay it out of that. If not, 
we’ll have to make a 
budget amendment.”

Cops raid suspected heroin dealer s home 


Children, heroin, pot, 
removed from residence

Police sent one man 
to jail and social ser¬ 
vices took at least four 
children into protective 
custody during a heroin 
bust Friday night at 118 
Waterfill St. 

Charged with traf¬ 
ficking heroin and other 
drug-related charges 
is former Lexington 
resident Joseph Brandon 
Baumgardner, 18, who 
lives at the address. 

Officer Jeremy Cor¬ 
nish of the Lawrence- 
burg Police Department 
led a raid of the home 
after obtaining a search 
warrant. Cornish said 
undercover officers had 
been purchasing heroin 
there for a couple of 
months before obtaining 
the warrant. 

He said at least eight 
people, including Baum¬ 
gardner’s girlfriend, 
were inside the residence 
when officers arrived, 
along with several chil¬ 
dren. 

He said those inside 
were there to either 
purchase or use heroin, 
including a couple that 
left a child outside in 
their car. 

Another man, Bradley 
C. Cooper, 31, of Nicholas- 
ville was charged with 
possession of a controlled 
substance when police 
found an amphetamine 
pill in his pocket, Cornish 


said. 

He said his investiga¬ 
tion continues and more 
charges are expected. 

Cornish was accom¬ 
panied by fellow city 
officers Clay Crouch, 
Brian Beshears and Chis 
Beach, along with depu¬ 
ties Brian Wooldridge 
and Cody Sloan of the 
Anderson County Sher¬ 
iff’s Office. 

Cornish said when 
he knocked on the door, 
he heard a number of 
people inside. 

“Someone said, ‘Who’s 
there?’ I said it’s Joe,” 
Cornish said. “The person 
said, ‘Joe who?’ and I said 
it’s Joe, let me in. It’s cold 
out here.” 

Cornish said the per¬ 
son then unlocked the 
door and when he yelled 
out “Lawrenceburg 
Police!” the person tried 
to shut the door before 
he and fellow officers 
forced their way inside. 

“It was a bum rush 
where you go in fast,” 
Cornish said. “We quickly 
secured the residence 
and had everyone on the 
ground.” 

Asked how those 
there to allegedly use or 
purchase heroin reacted, 
Cornish said, “They were 
pretty freaked out.” 

Cornish said Baum¬ 
gardner told him that 
he was selling heroin 
because “he liked the fast 
cash” it provided. Cor¬ 
nish said officers recov¬ 
ered around 5 grams of 
heroin, marijuana, drug 
paraphernalia and $1,000 


in cash. They also found 
a loaded firearm.

Some real facts 
about mandatory 
trash, recycling 

C olumn as I see ’em... 

I was off hunting deer last week and had no intention of 
climbing out of my tree stand to respond to a letter to the 
editor in last week’s paper from David Steedly. 

But that doesn’t mean I’m letting that letter go unanswered. 
Steedly a member of the county’s environmental committee, 
thought it necessary to “provide some factual information” to 
clear up an editorial I wrote the previous week. 

While I appreciate his effort to recap the minutiae 
of how the county got sucked into the endless pit of 
money that government-run recycling will almost 
certainly be, having a different opinion hardly quali¬ 
fies as correcting my facts, nor does it give license to 
misstate what I wrote or provide misleading and inac¬ 
curate information of his own. 

Just to let you know, Mr. Steedly, the county has 
ended carpet recycling, although it may return 
down the road. Also, you claim that the operating 
budget for recycling “is expected to remain at less 
than $100,000 a year,” which completely ignores the Publisher 

$30,000 in annual debt service it will cost taxpayers to - 

pay for the new recycling building. 

I could go on, but why quibble over facts, eh? 

I would have appreciated even more, though, had he argued 
against my actual premise that mandatory trash and recycling 
will do more to keep our garbage out of the landfill than any¬ 
thing being proposed by Steedly or the environmental committee. 
He didn’t because he can’t and knows it. 

Anderson County has a genuine trash problem that has noth¬ 
ing to do with recycling, and no state grant, building or drop-off 
bin at Walmart or anywhere else will fix it. 

That problem is rooted in the simple fact that a full one-third 
of Anderson County households don’t even have their trash col¬ 
lected — never mind recyclables. 

That trash is ending up being illegally thrown in business 
Dumpsters, along the sides of back roads or burned in toxic haze 
of illegal smoke. 

The only solution to fixing that problem is to have mandatory 
pickup of trash, and I defy Steedly or any other member of the 
committee to tell me why I’m wrong. 

S peaking of a toxic haze... 

State Auditor Adam Edelen grabbed headlines across Ken¬ 
tucky this week promoting his efforts to bring under control 
“shadow governments,” his catchy term to describe independent 
taxing districts such as library, health and fire. 

Edelen has worked over the past year to point out the frequen¬ 
cy with which these districts don’t follow state statutes governing 
audits and other financial reporting — work that should have 
been performed decades ago. 

He certainly earns many kudos here for that effort, and it 
appears state officials are going to work toward making sure these 
districts tow the line. 

That’s all well and fine but all the audits and financial over¬ 
sight in the world will mean nothing unless the General Assem¬ 
bly grows a pair and tackles the real issue involving these dis¬ 
tricts, which is the lack of accountability to voters. 

Those appointed to these boards never stand election, but are 
allowed to spend tax dollars with relative impunity. They never 
stand election but create million-dollar budgets that no elected 
official anywhere has to approve. They never stand election but 
can buy and sell property without public hearings — a power that 
not even those elected to city council, fiscal court or school board 
possess. 

They are so unaccountable that even their appointments to 
the boards that operate these districts is a sham in that the judge- 
executive who appoints them really doesn’t, and does not have 
the legal ability to appoint anyone other than those recommend¬ 
ed by the taxing district’s existing board. 

There’s a reason, folks, that Anderson County’s independent 
taxing districts — health, library and fire — all have rates that 
have increased between 100 and 1,000 percent more than those 
run by elected officials, and it isn’t because they’re doing such a 
wonderful job. 

Instead it’s because, every two years or four, they don’t have

Staring over the edge toward 
the future— the so-called fiscal 
cliff, day-to-day economic woes 
and even endless Thanksgiving 
preparations — can be a scary 
prospect. 

Before things inevitably fall 
apart, munching on a Twinkie 
can’t hurt, right? 

But the apparent immortal¬ 
ity of the 82-year-old dessert is 
in jeopardy, as I am sure many 
of you are aware. 

Though Hostess Brands Inc., 
and Twinkies will part ways, 
there’s a good chance another 
food conglomerate will snatch 
up the dessert brand (and by 
extension, the Twinkie faithful 
who purportedly produce $2.5 
billion in revenue for Hostess 
buying the snack cake each 
year.) 


And as of Monday after¬ 
noon, Hostess and the bakers 
union have agreed to a media¬ 
tion on Tuesday. 

Since news broke of Hostess’ 
decision to go out of business, 
people suddenly remembered 
how much they liked Twinkies, 
and how sad and shocked they 
were to see them go. 

Twinkies were supposed to 
last forever, even in the after- 
math of nuclear fallout. 

Individually-wrapped 
nostalgia, Twinkies were a 
lunchbox staple to swap with 
less appetizing sandwiches 
with lunchroom peers over the 
years. 

Twinkies and I have no such 
relationship. 

I look at Twinkies, and feel 
practically nothing. 

Dare I say, I consider 
Twinkies as inedible tubes 
I’d only savor if the pastries 
were the only sustenance to be 
found post-apocalypse or zom¬ 
bie invasion.

Learn how to resist holiday food temptation 


eight-The Reality

During this time of year, 
the temptation to overeat 
or select less healthy foods 
presents itself at every 
social gathering and fre¬ 
quently at your workplace. 
Just avoiding 
weight gain is a 
success at this 
time of year. 

The infor¬ 
mation below 
comes from 
publications 
used in Weight- 
The Reality 
Series-Becoming 
Weight Wise. 

The seven ses¬ 
sion class will 
not only provide 
information on weight 
management but also sup¬ 
port from the group, new 
recipes and cooking skills. 

Feeling Good About Food 
(FCS3-357) explores how we 
can develop more healthful 
attitudes about food and 
activity. 

We are in trouble weight 
wise in America because 
our activity level has gone 
down and our food con¬ 
sumption has gone up. We 
need about 500 calories 
less per day than we did 
30 years ago, however, we 
actually eat about 300 more 
calories than we did 30 
years ago. 

Americans spend 
less time preparing and 
consuming food. In gen¬ 
eral Americans have fewer 
cooking skills and eat at 
home less often than their 
ancestors. Serving sizes are 
generous and inexpensive 
to increase. We eat larger, 
less frequent meals than 
Americans did in the past. 


Some of us eat only one 
meal a day. This is not a 
healthy pattern to fuel 
your body and reduce fat 
stores. Furthermore, food 
and eating are commonly 
used to fulfill needs unre¬ 
lated to hunger, such as a 
reward for hard work or 
relief after a stressful day. 

Bodies in Motion (FCS3- 
536) encourages us to add 
physical activity to our day 
to help burn more calories 
and improve health. Lei¬ 
sure time physical activity 
levels remain relatively 
unchanged in recent years. 
For many people, the larg¬ 
est energy expenditures are 
driving a car, office work, 
and watching television. 

Activity breaks are good. 
Make it a goal to not sit still 
for longer than 30 minutes 
at a time. Try going for a 10 
minute brisk walk, 3 times 
a day, 5 days a week. This 
will give you a total of 150 
minutes of moderate-inten¬ 
sity activity. 

Why We Eat What We 
Eat (FCS3-535) suggests that 
people on quick-fix diets 
and those who tend to skip 
meals to save calories are 
doing themselves a disser¬ 
vice. When you skip break¬ 
fast (or lunch or dinner) 
your cravings for food are 
likely to increase and your 
resistance to high-fat, sug¬ 
ary, or salty foods will be 
much lower than if you had 
eaten. The plan to save cal¬ 
ories eventually backfires 
and you overeat later in the 
day, and eat less nutritious 
foods. 

Manage your weight 
by increasing fruits and 
vegetables and decreas¬ 
ing grains to help you cut 
calories. Never use the word 
“diet.” This term implies 
that vou will give up some¬ 


thing completely or that at 
some point you won’t need 
to watch your weight. If 
wishing could only make it 
true! 

Learn to think about 
moderation in eating. You 
can have a special treat 
every day but be choosy 
about what it is. Maybe it’s 
a fun size candy bar or the 
bite size candy. Maybe you 
learn to think of an orange 
or a banana as a treat. 

I hear some of you laugh¬ 
ing but you can get your 
mind re-programmed. 

Remember that manag¬ 
ing weight is an individual¬ 
ized process. You must find 
what works for you and 
take things slowly.

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Magistrate warns: 'Someone's gonna get killed' 


Montgomery lobbies for changes to dangerous 
Three Corners intersection near Ninevah church

The intersection at Three 
Corners, the interchange 
between KY 326, Ninevah 
and Hammond 
roads, poses 
significant dan¬ 
gers to Ander¬ 
son County 
residents trying 
to navigate a 
blind spot as 
they travel 
southwest 
from Ninevah Road to KY 326, 
according to Magistrate David 
Montgomery 

County Judge-Executive 
John Wayne Conway met with 
members of the transportation 
committee and Kelly Baker, 
branch manager for the Ken¬ 
tucky Transportation Cabinet, 
on Nov 13 to discuss possible 
solutions for drivers traveling 
through the Ninevah Road, 

KY 326 and Hammond Road 
interchange, also known as the 
Three Corners intersection. 

“I’m just scared somebody’s 
gonna get killed there,” Mont¬ 
gomery, who gave examples of 
near misses he’s witnessed at 
the intersection, said. 

The last time Three Cor¬ 


ners was discussed in terms 
of updating safety was in the 
‘80s, Conway said, though the 
intersection has been main¬ 
tained in recent years such as 
cutting back brush for better 
visibility. 

The committee discussed 
several options to make the 
intersection safer — includ¬ 
ing installing a four-way stop 
at Hammond and Ninevah 
Roads; bringing the intersec¬ 
tion further south on Ninevah; 
or grading and leveling 15-20 
feet of an embankment along 
KY 326 belonging to property 
owner Charlie Wilson. 

Ultimately, Conway asked 
Baker to check with the 
Highway Cabinet as to where 
utility lines were located 
and the actual sight distance 
before moving forward with 
other, more expensive options. 
Conway also asked Baker to 
inquire about warning signs to 
be placed along the intersec¬ 
tion. 

Most complaints Conway 
says he receives about Three 
Corners are those residents 
attempting to turn left from 
KY 326 to Hammond Road, 
which connects through 
McCormick Lane to US 127 


Bypass North. 

There are about 1,200 driv¬ 
ers traveling through the 
intersection per day, according 
to Baker. 

On the weekends, traffic 
picks up as drivers make their 
way to Lovers Leap Winery 
and to Ninevah Christian 
Church, which worships about 
800 members on Sundays, 
Montgomery said. 

A four-way stop at Ham¬ 
mond and Ninevah Roads 


would cost $107,000, according 
to an estimate by Baker. The 
price tag for a four-way stop 
would also include rebuilding 
sections of road, Baker said. 

Excavating and cutting 
back the bank along KY 
326 would cost an estimated 
$20,000-30,000, and could be 
done “in-house” by the High¬ 
way Cabinet, Baker said. 

There was no estimated cost 
available for placing warning 
signs. 


Montgomery said he’d rath¬ 
er get complaints and not get 
re-elected as magistrate than 
have someone be killed at that 
intersection. 

“It’ll be a whole lot cheaper 
than someone’s life,” Mont¬ 
gomery said of safety solutions 
for the intersection. 

No action was taken during 
the meeting.

Pair nabbed in Versailles Road drug bust face felony charges

Two Lawrenceburg men 
arrested following a meth lab 
bust on Mill 
Creek Pike on 
Sept. 14 were 
indicted Nov. 7 
by the Anderson 
County Grand 
Jury for complic¬ 
ity in manufac¬ 
turing meth, a 
Class B felony. 

Indicted were Christopher 
James Caffee, 36, of 1940 Mill 
Creek Pike Road, Lawrence¬ 
burg, Jeffrey Wayne Goodlett, 
38, of 430 Bondville Road, 

Sal visa; and Dylan T. Hawkins, 
18,1930 Mill Creek Pike, Law¬ 


renceburg. 

Goodlett, who had been 
previously convicted of com¬ 
plicity in manu¬ 
facturing meth 
in January 2012, 
will be charged 
with a Class 
A felony as a 
second or subse¬ 
quent offender, 
according to 
court documents. 

All three men were also 
indicted for first-degree illegal 
possession of methamphet¬ 
amine, a Class D felony. 

The Anderson County Sher¬ 
iff’s Office received an anony¬ 
mous tip about the suspected 


meth lab located behind a resi¬ 
dence on Mill Creek Pike, later 
arresting and transporting 
Caffee, Goodlett and Hawkins 
to the city police department 
to be decontami¬ 
nated. 

Anderson 
County Sheriff’s 
Detective Bryan 
Taylor also 
found metham¬ 
phetamine man¬ 
ufacturing items 
outside the 
Mill Creek Pike 
residence, including lithium 
battery strips, pseudoephed- 
rine, rubbing tubing and two 
“shake and bake” meth labs. 

Robert Medley, 25, of 1141 
Versailles Road, Lot 35, and 
Angel Baker, 21, of 102 Bond¬ 


ville Road, Sal visa; were also 
indicted Nov. 7 on felonies of 
complicity in manufacturing 
meth. 

Medley was also indicted 
on a first-degree 
felony count of 
wanton endan- 
germent; a Class 
D felony count 
of illegal pos¬ 
session of a con¬ 
trolled substance; 
and a count of 
first-degree ille¬ 
gal use or posses¬ 
sion of drug paraphernalia, a 
Class A misdemeanor. 

Baker received a second

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School cop could be dropped in salary sharing dispute 


Sheriff wants school board to pay bigger portion of Blackhurst's salary

The sheriff’s office is 
requesting a reimbursement 
increase from the school board 
to continue its school resource 
officer program or it may have 
to pull the officer from the 
school, according to Anderson 
County Sheriff 
Troy Young. 

Sheriff’s 
Office Deputy 
Paul Blackhurst 
currently serves 
as the county 
school resource 
officer at Ander¬ 
son County High 
School, with the school board 
funding 25 percent of his sal¬ 
ary 

The Board of Education 
voted 4-0 at Monday night’s 
meeting to table a request to 
increase the percentage of 
Blackhurst’s salary reimbursed 
to the Anderson County Sher¬ 
iff’s Office from 25 to 75 per¬ 
cent. 

Board member James Sar¬ 
gent was absent from the 
meeting. 

Based on a “handshake 
agreement” between Sheriff 
Troy Young and former Assis¬ 
tant Superintendent Larry 
Basham back in 2005, Young 
said during Monday night’s 
meeting, the school board 


agreed to reimburse 25 percent 
of the school resource officer’s 
salary. 

Given funding cuts in the 
sheriff’s office “ongoing yard 
sale” budget, Young said, the 
sheriff’s office can no longer 
support the 25 percent salary 
compensation from the school 
board. 

“We’re struggling with 25 
percent,” Young said. 

Blackhurst, among other 
duties at the high school, 
monitors and assists with traf¬ 
fic along Broadway during the 
school day, Young said. 

“Now we walk in the school 
and they call you by your first 
name,” Young said. “We’re a 
fixture.” 

Anderson County High 
School Principal Ronnie Fields 
agreed, describing school 
resource officers as an “extra 
guidance counselor.” 

“It’s always good to know we 
have a law enforcement offi¬ 
cer in the building,” Fields said. 

School board president 
Roger McDowell said he would 
warrant that Blackhurst does 
a great job as school resource 
officer, but that he doubts the 
school district has an excess 
of $23,000 in the budget to 
increase the percentage the 
district pays. 

“But from my perspective, 
it’s not about Paul,” McDowell 


said. “It’s a matter of dollars 
and cents.” 

McDowell asked Young if 
the school board could have 
60 days to consider its options 
regarding the compensation 
increase. 

Young said he must present 
the next fiscal year’s budget 
for the sheriff’s office to the 
fiscal court by the second 
Tuesday in December. He said 
he can work from the num¬ 
bers he currently has, and 
go back and revise the bud¬ 
get depending on the school 
board’s decision. 

But continuing the 25 per¬ 
cent reimbursement could 
mean only 25 percent of Black¬ 
hurst’s time spent on school 
resource officer duties next 
year, Young said, or the sher¬ 
iff’s office may have to cancel 
the school resource officer pro¬ 
gram altogether. 

“I’ve got to look at what’s 
best for the agency,” he said. 

McDowell asked Young 
what would happen to Deputy 
Blackhurst in the interim as 
the sheriff prepares his bud¬ 
get. 

Young said the school 
resource officer would con¬ 
tinue his duties for the current 
school year; his request for an 
increase would affect the 2013- 
2014 school year. 

McDowell said the decision 


would be tabled for further 
review. 

No date had been set for a 
special-called meeting as of 
Nov. 19. 

KETS offers $37,802 
in funding assistance 

The Kentucky Education 
Technology Services (KETS) 
offered $37,802 in funding 
assistance based on fiscal year 
2012 state ADA figures to be 
equally matched by the Board 
of Education. 

According to Bret Foster, 
chief information officer, this 
amount has decreased sig¬ 
nificantly in the last 10 years, 
from $115 per student to $12 
per student for the 2013-2014 
school year. 

The district match of the 
KETS funding has been bud¬ 
geted for the upcoming fiscal 
year, Foster said. 

Superintendent receives positive 
evaluation from board 

Board president McDow¬ 
ell presented a summary of 
Mitchell’s job performance as 
Anderson County superinten¬ 
dent on Monday night, stating 
the school board was “very 
pleased” with her administra¬ 
tion. 

“We feel she has done an 
excellent job over the past year 
managing all aspects of the 
Anderson County School Sys¬ 
tem ... educational leadership 


is an area of strength for Mrs. 
Mitchell,” McDowell wrote 
in Mitchell’s evaluation sum¬ 
mary. 

The summary also states 
that Mitchell has been very 
involved in community activi¬ 
ties, well-organized, efficient 
and “fiscally conservative 
and has done an excellent job 
controlling spending in an era 
of chronic reductions in rev¬ 
enues from state and federal 
sources.” 

Other business 

The board approved a mea¬ 
sure to refinance its Series 
2005 bonds, which should save 
the district about $31,000 a 
year, Clark said. 

“There is no downside to 
this,” Clark said of refinancing. 
Keith Brock, the representa¬ 
tive from Civic Finance Advi¬ 
sors LLC, said the process may 
take up to six months. 

The board also approved 
$6,447.45 from Sherman Carter 
Barnett for the facility survey 
used for Long Range Planning; 
$17,273.52 for Algebra I text¬ 
books for high school fresh¬ 
men to be purchased with 
instructional fee funds; and 
$13,440 for seven DVR systems 
to be installed in newer school 
buses that do not already have 
a camera system.

Quality Award 
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Pa. anthem ban 
sign of rough 
times ahead 

At first glance, the news out of 
Pennsylvania last week was more 
than a bit upsetting. 

In case you missed it, last Monday, 
the Pennsylvania Interscholastic 
Hockey League issued a directive to 
183 member schools in the central and 
western portions of the state that they 
should no longer play 
the National Anthem 
before high school 
hockey games. 

Yes, I said high school 
hockey. There are some 
schools in Kentucky 
that offer the sport, but 
only a handful. Suffice 
it to say things are dif¬ 
ferent in Pennsylvania, 
where the sport has a 
very strong popularity. 

If you just saw the 
headline running across 
the bottom of your screen during 
your favorite news show, you might 
have been beside yourself. Not only 
was the mandate sent out to not play 
the Star Spangled Banner, but it went 
out on Veterans Day. Some people 
might have thought former Russian 
goalie Vladislav Tretiak had taken 
over the state’s governing body. 

But it really had nothing to do with 
patriotism or political correctness. At 
least, the published reasoning didn’t. 

It was simply a move to save 
money. 

Many high school hockey teams 
have to rent rinks which, according 
to Yahoo Sports, can run in the neigh¬ 
borhood of 300 bucks an hour. Some 
games have been halted when ice 
time was over and the stated culprit 
in one of the shortened games was 
an “overly verbose rendition of the 
national anthem.” 

It’s easy to criticize from the 
outside. From this corner, I prob¬ 
ably would have looked for another 
answer, such as shorter intermissions 
or shortening the three periods by, say 
two or four minutes each. But no one 
asked me. 

The powers that be in Kentucky 
probably won’t ask me for my 
thoughts either, but after being in 
this business since 1985,1 have come 
to realize varsity sports are not cheap. 
There are constant expenses, some of 
which you aren’t likely to think of 
until you are hit with them the first 
time. 

It makes no difference if it is hock¬ 
ey or basketball or baseball. There are 
unforeseen bills. 

Don’t think so? Ask the Anderson 
County football program, which was 
caught without a decent scoreboard 
for its home opener this year. Ask the 
tennis program, which was forced off 
its home court when water got under 
the surface and a windstorm blew it 
apart a few years back. 

Seeing all of those real-life sce¬ 
narios over the years, it is not hard to 
understand why Pennsylvania moved 
in that direction, even if you don’t 
agree with what was cut out. 

A scholastic sports reality check is 
going to be coming soon. It could be 
very soon. 

Translation: Taxpayers usually 
foot the bill and, contrary to the opin¬ 
ions of some, the money well is not 
immune to running dry. 

Unless you have been exiled to 
another planet for the past few weeks, 
you know the country is close to what 
is being popularly labeled a “fiscal 
cliff.” Taxes are going up and spend¬ 
ing cuts are coming. Common sense 
says those cuts might affect high 
school sports. 

Yes, it is true that states run the 
public schools and their programs, 
but states also qualify for federal 
grants. The federal government also 
has its hand in many scholastic pro¬ 
grams, including Title IX, which is to 
guarantee equal opportunities for all. 

If you think what happens in 
Washington won’t eventually affect 
scholastic sports, you are probably 
also living in the land that thinks 
Nick Saban will be the next football 
coach at the University of Kentucky. 

For the record, I believe every kid 
should have the opportunity to partic¬ 
ipate in sports. But reality says some¬ 
one has to pay. With funds becoming 
tighter, it might be time to evaluate 
whether a school can afford certain 
sports or activities. 

What the answer is, we might 
never agree. But reality says belt¬ 
tightening is coming, just like in Penn¬ 
sylvania, whether we like it or not.
